Humbly laid before, and ſubmitted to the Wiſdom 
and Fuſtice of the Honourable /e Houſe 
of Commons. 


was willing to Undertake the Planting of Colonies, in the Iſlands of America, com- 
monly call'd the Carribee Iſtands, and particularly in Barbadoes, which were not then 
Inhabited, or at leaſt not by Chriſtians ; the ſaid Xing in order to the giving him Encou- 
ragement therein, did by Letters Patents, baring Date 2 Fuly 3® Car. Give and Grant to 
him the ſaid Earl, his Heirs and Aſſans, all the Right and Property, &c. of thoſe ande, and 
particularly of Barbadoes, Veſting him with a Power, by which, with the Conſent of the Inha- 
bitants, he might make Laws, whereby to Charge them with any Duties, Cuſtoms, or Im- 
poſts; and Allowing withall unto the ſaid Earl, and to thoſe whom he ſhould et to Settle in 
any of the ſaid [/arads, a free Licenſe and Liberty of Exporting and Carrying their Goods into 
any Port of England or Ireland, with an Immunity from Paying any Duty or Cuſtom for them, 
during the Term of Ten Years, from and aſter the Date of the ſaid Letters Patents. 
But for as much as the faid King was afterwards deſirous, to have the foremention'd Clauſe 
of Freedom from Cuſtoms for Ten Tears, to be Superceeded and Voided, and that the aforeſaid 
Earl was alſo willing to comply with, and to Gratify his Majeſty therein; the Xing did therefore 
Grant unto him new Letters Patents, Dated the 7. April 4 Car. wherein l having re- 
cited the former, and after his having both declared the Long and Faithful Service which the 
Aid Earl had perform'd to his Majeſty, and his Father King James, and how he had at his

W H E R E As in the beginning of the Reign of X. Ch. I. James Hay Earl of Carlile, 
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own Charge and Expence, not only Carried into, and Setled in theſe Iands, diverſe Inhali- 
| tants, but that he had likewiſe 7 ra»ſported thither conſiderable Stores of A ms and Ammy- 
nition for their Defence; his Majeſty doth further add, how that in conſideration of the EP; 
having Surrendred the foremention'd Clauſe of Immunities for Tex Tears, he the ſaid King did 
Grant unto him.the Ear! of Carlile, his Heirs and Aſſignes that for the next Tex Tears enſuing 
after the Date of thoſe Letters he or they ſhould have or receive all the Subſidies, Cuſtoms 
and Impoſitions, which ſhould become due and payable forall or any Goods, which ſhall or 
may be Imported or Exported to or from the ſaid lands into any Port of England or 
Ireland. 

So that the ſaid Earl being by theſe ſeveral Grants; Eutituled unto, and put into Poſſeſſion 
of very conſiderable Rights and Privileages, he thereby had great Profits ariſing and accroing 
unto him, in and from thoſe I1/ands, and particularly Barbadoes, Where beſides a Reſerved 
Rent for almoſt all the Lands in the ſaid Iſlind, he had alſo Granted to him by the Inhabitants 
thereof an Impoſition of Forty Pound of Cotton, a head for every one that dwelt in the ſaid 
Iland, which was of very great profit and advantage unto him. 

But whereas the ſaid Earl of Carlile, after his having by the Planting of Colonies in thoſe 
Iſlands, Contracted great Debts, came to die, before he either had paid them, or could be in a 
condition of doing it; there aroſe from thence immediately after the Reftoration of K. (J. II. a 
Diſpute between the Earl of Keznu! who was Heir to the Earl of Carlil, and thoſe who 
were his Creditors, Of which difference the Inhabitants of Barladoes taking an advantage, did 
apply to K. Ch. II. humbly beſeeching, that he. would be pleaſed to purchaſe the atorefaid Pa- 


tents from the Heirs and Aſſigns of the Earl of Carlile. And as his ſaid M:jeſty was extreamly - 


ſenſible of what advantage it would be to the Crown, to have the Right, Property and Juriſ- 
diction in and over that and taken from a Subject, and veſted in the Sovereign, did become 
thereupon very 6arneſt for the purchaſing of thoſe Patents; ſo the Earl of Kennoal Leing b 
reaſon of his great Loyalty to his Majeſty, unwilling to refuſe him what he deſired; and it 
being not convenient for the ſaid Rennoul, who was a Roman Catholick, to conteſt a Juriſdicliin 
with the King in and over an land, whereof the moſt as well as chief Planters and Inhabi- 
tants were Proteſtants, he thereupon came the more readily into his Majeſties Sentiments. 
Whereof it may not be amiſs to ſubjo, n alſo this further Reaſon, viz. that the Lord /I. 
louzhby of Parham, who was principal Creditor of the aforeſaid James Earl of Carlile, was at that 
time alſo his Myjeſties Governour of the If1nd of Barbadoes, * 

So that the Earl of Kennout having agreed, to Surrender the Right which he had by the 
foremention'd Patents, in, to, and over the 1/ard of Barbadzes ; upon condition that the Terms 
which his Majeſty hid propos'd unto and ſtipulated with the ſaid Earl, might be made good un 
to him. And He having condeſcended thereunto, and promiſed to ſee them faithfully per- 
formed; the Earl did immediately thereupon Reſiga and Surrender the aforeſaid Patenis, and 
whatſoever Rights and Benefits he had been Entituled unto, and had Enjoy'd by them, to his 
Majeſty at the Court at Whitehall on the 13th of June 1663. 

W hereupon the Kzzg having then and there heard the whole matter in difference and con- 
teſt between the Earl of Rennoul and the Lord Willoughby of Parham, and all others, who thro? 
being Creaitors to the Earl of Carlile, claimed any Right unto, or Intereſt in the Carribee l{- 
lands, eſpecially Barbadoes, by Virtue of the Letters Patents Granted by the former King to 
James Earl of Carlile; his Majeſty King, C II. did by and with the conſent of his Council, 
agree unto, and make Declaration of the following Reſolution and Order. Namely, that as 
before his Majeſty would aſſume to himſelf any profit from and within the ſaid Iande, he 
- would cauſe ſuch ſatisfaction to, be made to the ſeveral Creditors, and to all others Intereſted 
therein, as ſhould be conſiſtent with Equity and a good Conſcience; fo in purſuance thereof 
and in order thereunto, he poſitively Ordained and appointed, that the whole Annual profit 
ariſing from the Planters, Merchants, and Inhabitants of thoſe lands, and become now payable 
to the Crown, ſhould be divided into two Equal Parts; whereof as the one i} ould be received 
by the Lord Willoughby of Parham, during the remainder of the Leaſe, by which the ſame was 
Demiſed unto him, and that after the expiration of the ſaid Term, it ſhoulg be entirely Re- 


ſerved for, and made payable unto his Majeſty, towards the ſupport of the Government of 
the ſaid Ilands, and for ſuch other purpoſes, as his Majeſty ſhould think fit to have it ap- 
plied ; ſo the other part of the Moiety of the whole, ſhould be partly diſpoſed of, in the pay- 
ment of 500 J. per annum to the Earl of Rennoul, until ſuch time as the Creditors of the Earl of 
Carlile ſhould be ſatisfied ; and partly towards the payment of the foremention'd Debrs unto 


them.

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Nor ought it to be here Omitted, how that his 7%, did then and there Promiſe and 
Grant unto the Ear! of Meunnoul, that as the 500 / Payable unto him, ſhould be always 
fully and actually Paid, before the Creators became Entjtuled to the Receipt of a Farthing ; 
ſo that from and after the Payment of the Debts left Owing by the Ear! of Carlile to his 
Creditors ; initead of the 50 J. which was made Payable before A;nually to him, there ſhould 
be afterwards a 10co J. per Annum Paid duly and conſtantly to the ſaid tr! of K; 214) 

And whereas his Majeſty Kg Charles II. was now became Er!:tulrd to all the Prefirs of 
the and of Barbagers, thro' and by means of the Earl! of Kynnouls Surrendring the Patents 
Granted by K. (/. I. of Bleſſed Memory, to the Earl of Carlile, and which had come to the 
Earl of Rennoul, as he was Heir or Secceſſor to the ſaid Earl; therefore his ſaid Maj fly Mir 
Charles II. did thereupon Order and Cauſe his Goverovr of Barbados my Lord illoug hy 


of Parham, by and with the conſent of the Inhabitants of the ſaid land, to paſs an A4 


of Parliament there, bearing Date the 12th of September 1663. by which, in conſideration of 
his Maje#ties having Purchaſed the foremention'd Patents; and on condition that he would 
not only Confirm: all the Efates of the ſaid Inhabitants unto them, and alſo Releaſe unto 
them all their Rex:s, and the Compoſirzovs and Arrearages thereof, but that he would like- 
wiſe Diſcharge them from the Payment of rhe Forty Pound of Colton a Head per Anaum ; by 
which 4: I ſay the ſaid Ia abitants did Give and Grat unto his faid Majeſty, his Heirs and 
Succeſſors for ever, a Du'y, Ipoſt, or Cuſtom of four and half in Specre for every five Score 
dead Commodities, of the Growth or produce of the Iſland, tha; after the Publication of the ſaid - 
Aci ſhould be Shipp*d off the ſame. ; 

Whereupon his ſaid Majeſty, Rug Charles II. in purſuance of the foremention'd Contract 
and Bargain, made by Vim with the Earl of Xennoul, and for the better and more firmly 
Securing to him the ſaid Ear, and to his F/eirs and Succiſſors, the I of the 1000 / 
that was lately mention'd, he did by his Letters Patents, under the Great Sc of E:gland, 
baring Date the 19th of 7%, in the Twenty Fourth Year of his Reign, declare that the Pa- 
tents which had been Granted by Ky-g Charles T> to the Earl of Carlie, of the Iland of 
Barbadoes amongſt other Iſlands, deſcended to the Earl of Kewnnoul, and that the ſaid Ear! 
of Kennoul, had by and upon an Agreement made with his Majeſty the 13th of June 1663, 
Surrendred all his Right, Iitle, and Intereſt unto and in the ſaid Letters Patents to his Ma- 
jeſty, and that therefore his Majeſty doth Give and Gra unto the Fa | of Keznoz!, his Heirs, 
Adminiſtrators, and Aſſigns, one Anzuity of boo! per Annan, for the Term of Five Years from 
the Feaſt of St. Michael then laſt paſt, and that after the ſaid Term of Five Years, his 
Majeſty doth for ever Grazt unto the ſaid Earl of Rennout an other Annuity or Tearly Rent 
of 1000 |. per Anaum, to be Receiv'd by the faid Earl, his Heirs and Agnes, at the four 
moſt uſual Quarterly Days of Payment, out of his ſaid Majeſty's four and a half p.r Cent, 
Granted and Ariſing to his Majeſty by and from Barbadves, and the Leward Iſlands, as the 
ſame ſhall come to the Receipt of the Exchequer. : 

Nor can any ſay, that K Charles II. had therein made a Diſadvantagous Bargain for the 
Crows, for as much as the Dat) Paid to the Government upon t he Four du 4 Half per Cent, 
laid upon all Commodities in Barladoes, amounteth unto at leaſt 0c /. per Annum, whereas: 
the whole Anuuit) Payable to the Executors and Adminiſtrators of the Earl of Kennoul, for 
his Surrendring thoſe Patents, (upon and in the Virtue whereof the X became Entituled 
to any of thoſe Profits Ariſing from Barbadoes, which were the Foundation of, and the Motive 
unto the Grant of the aforeſaid Duty of Four and 4 Half per Cent.) is barely a 1000 l. 
er Annum. 

F And as confirmation that the Ear! of Kynnoul's Surrendring of the Patents, which have ſo 
often been mention'd, was both accounted and acceptable Service done to the Crown, and held 
to be a very Valuable conſideration for the Payment of an Annuity of the 1000 J. per An- 
num, Which hath been likewiſe frequently ſpoken of, it" were highly Undutiful to 
omit the acknowledging, as well as obſerving that the ſaid Earl of Ke-noul (ſince deceaſed) did 
not only Receive the Aznuity of 600 l. er Annan during the Term of Five 1ears, but that 
after the Expiration of the ſaid Term, the Summ or Annuity of 1000 J. a Year, was duly 
and exactly Paid unto him. | 

And as to my Lord Dupplin's being now Legally Eutituled to the ſaid Annuity of 
1000 J. formerly Payable to the Ear! of Kynnoul, it doth not only ſtand fully proved by 
Conveyances from the ſaid Ear! of Rennoul, to the faid Lord Dupplia; but it hath been 
fully owned, as well by the late Kg William, as by thoſe in the Adminiſtration of the 
Treaſury, thro* and by the ſaid Lord Daupplin's having ſeveral times received the foremention'd 
Annuity of 1600 l. per Annum at the Receipt of the Exchecquer, as appeareth by Receipts and 
Diſcharges in the ſaid Lord Dupplin's hands, ; But

But whereas notwithſtanding the Right and Claim of the ſaid Lord Dupplin, the 4 of 
Commons, in the Ninth year of the late Kjng's Reign, have in an Act towards the Rai ing a 
Summ of 700000 l. for the ſervice of his Majeſties Hoaſho:/d &c, And alſo by an 4d in the 
Thirteenth year of his Reign, for appropriating 3000 J. weekly out of certain Branches of 
the Exciſe, for the ſervice likewiſe of his Majeſties Houſbold, do make mention of the For 

and a Half per Cent. as a Fund for that ule and ſervice, and to the uſes therein declared; without 
expreſſing the Reſerve of 1000 J. per annum payablero my Lord Dupplin out of the Four and 
half per Cent, which accrued to the Crown upon the Duty umpoſed upon Commodites in and from 
ru! 27 nn and which was from the firſt the Ground, and afterwards became the Fund upon 
which he Claims the ſaid Annuity; how that thereupon and by reaſon thereof, the Lords of the 
Treaſury have Scrupled the payment of the ſaid Annuity to my Lord Dupplin. M herefore my 
Lord Dapplin, doth with all humility lay before and ſubmit his Caſe, to the Wiſdom and Ju- 
ſtice of the Honourable the preſent Houſe of Commons, praying that they would Do, Order 
and Appoint therein, as may be both for the maintenance of the Credit and honour of Grants 
made by the Croma upon valuable Conſtderations ; and allo tor the preſervation of the rightful 
Cliims and Demaxds of thoſe who are Subjetts. 

Nor is it needful to add, of how much Benefit and Advantage, the and of Barvadoes, (in 
the Plantation whereof the foremention'd Ear! of Carlile was at vaſt Expences) is to the 
King dom of Eng land, as well as to the Government ; in that there are none of the Hnonrable 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, who are not fully and perfectly poſſeſſed thereof. 

But whereas a late and a little Scribler, in a Pamphlet concerning the Sugar Colonies and 
chiefly the Iſland of Barbadoes, hath not only dared to Impoſe upgn and miſlead the Houſes of Par. 
liament, by affirming that the foremention'd Duty of Four anda half per Cent. was Granted by 
the Inhabitants of that Iſland, meerly for the Raſtng of F rtifications on the 1/and, and upon 
no other motive or conſideration whatſoever ; but hath allo molt diſloyally, as well as un- 

ratefully Reflected upon Ky Ch. II. (not to mention the Late Kjzg James) it is moſt 
— Begged that before any would ſuffer themſelves, to be abuſed and deceived by that 
Diſcourſe ( in which there is nothing but Fiction and talſehood ) they would be fo j«/? to their 
own Underſtandings, as to peruſe the Act, by which the Impoſi::oz of Foar and a Half per 
Cent. was Granted to King Charles the Second, And if upon Comparing the one with the other, 
they do not find him a Fellow both void of Underſtanding and Honeſty, I do ſubmit my 
ſelf to the Cenſure of the Honourable the Houſe of Commons. | 

Finally, it is with all imaginable deference, ſubmitted entirely to the conſideration of the pre- 
ſent Houſe of Commons, whether the Succeſſors to the Earl of Carlile, and the Earl of Kenoul, 
are not upon the foremention d Patents, and Contracts very much Loogſers. In that abſtracting 
from the Advantages which would thereby have accrued to the Scots Nation; there would 
have a Power, (accompanied with an oppulency ) become ſetled and veſted in the Scots Suce 
ceſſors of the Ear! of Carlile, as would have rendred thoſe Proprietors (to carry it no further) 


very Great. 
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
